2. AT 1530 FEBRUARY 27 UGANDAN CHARGE TELEPHONED DEPART-

"IT IS TRUE THAT THE MEETING AND VENUE HAVE BEEN POST- 
PONED FROM MONDAY TO WEDNESDAY AT ENTEBBE AIRPORT STARTING
